ladies, and the success which has at 
tended their labors is really marvelous 
A correspondent who saw them at work 
writes 


Each little shriveled piece la detach- 


ed with a thin knife and laid on rough 
blotting paper. There the ladies ex 
amine it with magnifying glasses, and, 
after deciphering as much aa possible 
they paste it, face up, on a strip of thin 
paper, and so, bit by bit, a whole note 
is pieced out. It is such trying ezer 
cise for the eyes that those engaged in 
it can work only three hours at a time 
and on bright days. The trust reposcc 
in them is great, for the money is da 
lirercd directly to them, and remittances 
made on their reports without further 
questioning 


After the terrible fire of October

Bis»ionerrf of Internal Revenue states 
that he looted, upon March of the pres- 
ent year as a month in which there 
would be a gr»a,t decrease in tbe 're- 
ceipts, because of the immense rush to 
procure stamps in February, in antici- 
pation of the increased tax, butihc aays 
he is agreeably surprised to find his es 
timates wide of the mark. He thinks 
the distillers exhaust their supply of 
seventy-cent whisky by the Ist^f fuly, 
and they will then have tho benefit ol
